This  is  probably  tJie  oldest  house  now  sfandirg  in  Rhode  Island,  having  been, 
built  in  1630.  The  above  view  represents  it  as  it  was  b-fore  the  recent  cnanges 
had  been  made  in  it;  although  it  is  probable  tlu  roof  is  more  modern  than  the 
rest  of  the  house.  The  greater  portJon  is  built  of  stone,  and  tt  hai  been  par- 
tially plastered  over.     It  stands  on  Spring  Street. 


The  Atkinson    House,  JSewport.  R.   J. 


This  is  a  very  old  and  interesting  house  with  an  immense  stone  chimney,  prob- 
ably built  by  one  of  the  Easton  family  about  1645,  but  this  fact  cannot  be  estab- 
lished. By  some  it  has  been  said  to  have  been  built  by  a  Robinson,  but  it  has 
been  traced  back  to  1745,  and  it  was  an  old  house  then.  It  stands  in  the  rear  of 
Thames  St.,  near  Mary  St.  The  stones  of  which  the  chimney  is  built  are  simi- 
lar to  those  used  in  the  Old  Mill.

This  well-known  mansion,  which  was  ocatpitui  hy  tin-  celebralril  lUshop  Bcrkhy  during 
his  residence  in  this  part  of  America,  is  ahout  3  miles  <wt  of  Newport,  and  has  heen  very 
little  changed  from  its  original  condition.

This  house  stands  at  the  corner  of 
Mary  and  School  Streets :  and.  as  represented  here,  shinos  it  in  its  original  condition  before 
tne  queer  addition  to  the  roof  was  put  on.

This  house  was  built  by  Deacon  Bosivorth,  l6Sc.  //  a/terwards  became  the  froperh  of 
Judge  Bourne,  and  is  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Ja^.  Perry.  this  is  not  only  a  very  old  house, 
but  highly  interesting  in  many  respects. 


Revnolifs'  House.  Bristol.   K.l. 


This  was  built  by  Jos.  Reynolds  about  ijoo.  and  has  naer  passed  out  of  the  possession 
of  his  descendants.  The  interior  decorations  and  fittings-up  of  this  house  are  very  peculiar. 
It  is  also  noted  for  having  been  the  headquarters  o/  I.a  Fayette  when  in  this  neighhorkood. 


Blackstone's  Gravf,  Lonsdale,  K.I. 
The  two  stones  in  the  foreground  ofthVpiOure  mark  the  grave  o^  Blacks  tone,  the  first 
settler  of  what  is  now  the  City  of  Boston.     This  is  ,n  the  outskirts  of  the  Village  of  Lons- 
dale, in  an  open  field,  beside  a  little  hrook.     It  is  strange  that  a  monument  has  not  long 
since  been  erected  to  his  memory.

This  house,  built  by  yos.  Williams,  son  of  Roger  Williams,  is  situated  near  the 
Roger  Williams  Park.  It  is  claimed  to  have  been  erected  in  1652  ;  and  the  glas.^-  tn 
same  of  the  upper  windows  is  said  to  have  been  brought  from  England  by  Roger  II .  on 
his  second  visit  there  in  1662. 
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Tillinghast  Mansion,  Providence,  Ji.  I. 


Parson  Tillinghast,  who  came  to  Rhode  Island  1645,  built  the  first  Baptist  Church  in  ProH- 
dence.  Philip,  his  second  son,  built  this  house  about  1710.  It  must  have  been  at  that  timt  one  of 
theflnett  houses  in  Providence.     It  is  still  owned  by  his  descendants,  and  is  299  South  Main  street. 


Whipple  or  Abbott  House,   Providence,  ix. 


This  is  claimed  to  be  the  oldest  building  noto  .itanding  in  Providence,  and  is  believed  to  Aarr 
been  built  by  Roger  Slowry  about  1659,  and  he  sold  it  to  Samuel  Whij^le  1671.  It  artenenrds 
passed  into  the  possession  of  the  Abbott  family,  and  it  now  {1881)  owned  by  John  Comb.  It 
stands  on  Abbott  street.

This  is  a  picturesque  old  building  on  Conanicut  Park  Farm,  said  to  have  been  built  by 
Capt.  Thos.  Paine,  7vho  married  one  of  Gov.  Carr's  daughters.  It  must  be  about  180 
years  old.  Manx  sill:  stories  have  been  fold  about  this  fdaee  in  connection  tvith  Capt. 
Kidd. 


The   Carr  House,   Conanicut,  R.I. 

This  is  a  singular  old  place,  consisting  of  two  buildings,  one  frame,  and  the  other 
stone;  the  latter  having  an  immense  stone  chimney,  and  doubtless  the  older  portion.  It

It  was  a  very  old 
building  when  he  purchased  it,  176s,  and  is  probably  at  least  150  years 
old.  It  is  now  the  property  of  two  of  his  descendents,  John  Turner  Wait 
and  fonathan  Turner  Bull.

This  is  claimed  to  he  the  first  brick  house  built  in  Conn,  of  bricks  made  in  the  state. 
It  was  erected  by  Jno.  Robbins  in  1767,  who  at  the  time  was  one  of  the  richest  men 
in  the  state.  Two  of  his  sons  fought  in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  He  was  descended 
from  Jno.  Robbins,  who  came  from  England  to  WetJiersfield  in  1638.

Sccniill  or  Johnson  Home,    Waterbury. 

This  was  built  as  early  as  1720,  t/  not  before,  by  John  Seovill,  one  of  the  first  settlers, 
for  his  son  William.  In  1773  it  passed  into  the  possession  of  Dr.  Abner  Johnson,  and 
IS  now  owned  by  some  of  his  great-grandchildren  Dr.  Johnson  was  the  first  apothecary 
in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  he  and  his  wife  made  many  of  their  drugs. 


Arnold  Jloitse,  Aew  Haven. 


This  was  built  by  Benedict  Arnold,  the  Traitor,  in  1771,  and  he  left  it  in  1776.  In  after 
years  it  was  owned  by  Noah  Webster,  who  lived  here  from  1802  to  1S12.  when  he  sold  it  to 
Fred.  Hunt  for  jf  5,450,  and  it  is  still  in  possession  of  his  heirs.  It  stands  on  Water  Street, 
and  has  seen  its  best  days.  Arnold  bought  the  land  of  .Sheriff  Mansfield,  whose  daughlir 
he  married 


Wmthrof<  Mansion  and  Mii/,   Nnv  London. 

The  mill  was  erected  in  1650  by  yohn  Winthrop,  but  the  house  was  built  by  a  descend- 
ant of  hts,  John  Still  Winthrop,  in  1750,  and  is  a  spacious  mansion,  standing  on 
elevated  ground  and  surrounded  by  fine  trees.

This  to'/s  IjtiiU  by  U<in.  Elislut  ShchUin.  1700.  lie  moved  from  Lyme  to  Ijltrhjleld  in 
7753,  and  was  a  pmmine.nt  man  in  both  town  and  State.  His  son  Rlisha  was  a  Colonel 
in  Ike  Continental  army,  and  Washington  staid  at  this  house  when  in  Litehfield.  In  1780 
(Jen.  Uriah  Traey  bouijht  this  hnuse  and  put  on  its  present  hiph  roof;  and  aftericards  his 
snu-in-law.  Jndrje  .Joseph  Oonld,  became  the  owner  and  estahlisheii  the  celebrated  LltiA- 
Jield  L'np-Sehoiil.  A  few  years  since  it  aj/ain  rhanged  hands,  and  Pi-of.  James  M.  IIop- 
pin  of  Yule  Colleye  purchased  and  still  owns  it.  It  commands  a  charminy  view  of  the  lake 
and  western  hills.

T/tis   /louse  stands  on    Xorlh    Main  street,    and   belongs  to   IV.    C.    If 
Kingsbury,  and  must  be  upzvards  of  joo  years  old;  but,  lite  its  possessor, 
it  has  been  'd)cll  preserved.

This  house,  built  by  Luke  Adams,  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  frame 
house  built  in  H'atcrbury.  It  is  about  a  mile  from  the  city,  and  on  the 
turnpike  leading  to  Ji'atcrtozi-n.  /t  was  originally  nf  one  story,  but  -x'as 
raised  about  go  years  since  by  John  Adams  to  its  present  dimensions,  on 
the  occasion  of  his  marriage  to  a  second  Vii/e.  It  now  belongs  to  IheChip- 
man  family. 
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77/e    Hurlhut    House,    Winchester. 
This  is  a  stone-house  situated  in  the  woods  not  far  from  the  Reservoir, 
and  about  one  and  a  half  miles  out  of  Winsted.       The  date  is  uncertain, 
but  it  is  said  to  be  upward  of  one  hundred  years  old. 
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fohn  Brown's  Birthplace,    Torrington. 
John  Brown,  one  of  the  noblest  victims  to  Southern  slavery,  was  born 
here  /Soo.       His  father,    Owen  Brown,  five  years  afterguards  moved  to 
Ohio.      This  was  an  old  house  when  fohn  Brown's  father  bought  it,  and 
is  probably  about  120  or  jjo  years  old.      The  Brown  family  was  worthily 
descended  from  one  of  that  name  who  came  to  Plymouth,  1621. 


yackson  House^  Derby,   Conn. 


This  it  one  of  the  oldest  buildings  now  to  be  found  in  Derbf,  and  was  built  by  Jaclaon,  one  of 
the  original  settlers,  or  by  his  immediate  descendants,  about  the  year  1730  or  1740.  Thr  riews 
from  thit  house  are  very  fine.

This  was  for  many  years  a  famous  Academy,  and  pupils  camf  htrt  from  the  ^^t  lr.dUs  and 
n  was  built  about  1770.

This  was  then  a  part  of  l>tralfor<t,  and  ves- 
sels came  up  to  a  wharf  and  store-houses  (now  gone)  at  the  water  seen  m  the  view.  Tht  hoxi^t  w 
HOW  owned  by  iVbaft  Pluntt 
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The  Lynes  Huu^.,  Auncalk. 

This  IS  a  well-preserved  house  on  the  Main  Street-, 
huilt  by  Benj.  Isaacs,  1746,  and  now  owned  by  the 
Lynes  family. 


The  Old  Stone  Fort,    Windsor. 

This  was  built  of  s torn  and  logs  about  1666,  and  was 
pulled  down  in  1800.  The  above  is  believed  to  be  a 
pretty  correct  representation  of  it.

This  stands  on  North  Avenue,  and  belongs  to  Cyrus 
Silliman.  It  was  probably  built  by  a  man  named  Picks- 
lev  about  135  years  ago.  Said  to  have  been  a  tavern 
originally,  and  that  Washington  once  slopped  here.  The 
fence  and  most  of  the  trees  are  omitted. 


Oiil  Jlouie,   ^\(>r7vaik. 


This  is  no  doubt  the  eldest  house  now  standing  in 
Norwalk.,  and  cannot  be  less  than  150  years  old,  but  no 
reliable  information  could  be  gathered  respecting  it. 


Old  School-House. 


This  is  a  sample  of  the  school-houses  in  which  our 
grandfathers  received  their  education  y  and  some  of  them 
made  much  better  use  of  their  limited  privileges  than 
many  of  their  descendants  who  have  studied  in  the  palaces 


Hobart  House,  Fairfield. 

This  is  a  very  interesting  old  house,  now  owned  by 
Miss  Annie  Hobart,  and  erected  by  Justin  Hobart  in 
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This  represents  lite  house  as  it  was  originally  when 
occupied  by  Jiid^e  Swijt.  Jt  has  since  been  raised  an- 
other  story,  and  olhencise  modernized.  It  was  probably 
built  about  I '/fin. 


The  Allyn  House,    Windsor. 


This  represents  one  of  the  early  houses  of  the  town 
if  Windsor,  having  been  built  by  the  first  Squire  Allyn . 
It  stood  on  Broad  Street  Green,  nearly  opposite  the 
Moore  House,  but,  like  it,  has  been  destroyed. 


The  Stowe  House,  Milford. 

This  is  believed  to  have  been  built  about  1689.  Dur- 
ing the  Hei'olution  it  was  the  abode  of  Stephen  .Stowe,  a 
devoted  patriot.  2'Ae  piazza  has  been  omitted  in  the 
view,  as  that  is  a  modern  addition. 
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',   J^utnam. 


This  IS  a  very  old  and  dilapidated  building  about  two 
miles  from  the  village  of  J'utnam.  Jl  was  probably 
erected  by  a  Squire  Howe  about  1 700,  and  was,  during  the 
Reidlutionary  ivar  occupied h\  De*>. Gor\Sessions  of  R  I. 


This  was  built  before  1690  by  Deacon  John  Moore, 
and pre.':ented  to  his  son  on  his  wedding  day.  It  stood 
on  Broad  Street  Green,  and  has  been  torr  down. 


Oid-Fashione,i  Country  Store,   A'orwich  lown. 


This  is  a  good  specimen  of  the  styU  of  country  stores 
one  hundred  years  ago.  It  was  built  by  Jos.  Ca^^rpeHter 
in  1772,  and  has  never  been  moitemixed. 
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Olniite^id  House,  East  Hartford. 

This  was  built  by  Samuel  Olmskad  in  1770,  on 
the  site  of  an  older  house  7vhich  was  burnt  down  on  a 
Suiidiiv.  and  the  frame  of  the  present  one  was  tip  by 

the  luw!  S ifurdttv. 


The  Seymuui    J  J i' use,  Hartford. 

This  was  owned  by  Ex-  Governor  Seymour,  and  is 
prahahly  about  1§0  years  old. 


The  L\nde   House,  Hartford. 


This  IS  on  Gold  Street,  near  Main,  and  was  built  by 
Dr.  fos.   Lynde  about  lOO  years  ago. 


Cusler  of  O/.i  //.'.Mr,.    Ihiithird. 


These  form  a  queer  group  at  the  corner  of  Ann  and 
Main  Streets.  The  central  house  is  said  to  be  about 
170  rears  old. 


Gnsu'old  Home,    H'ethersjield. 

This  was  buit  by Denning  about  200  years  ago. 

It  afterwards  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Griswold 
fatnih,  and  Miss  Griswold  notu  owns  it. 


The  Butler  House,    Wethersfield. 


This  was  built  by  Dr.  Porter  on  the  site  of  an  old 
post  about  J750,  and  was  the  birthplace  of  Chief 
Justice  Butler.     It  is  still  owned  by  his  descendants.

This  was  a  famous  house  during  the  revolutionary  War, 
having  been  the  headquarters  of  General  Lee,  and  IVaahiny- 
t■^n  teas  frequently  here.  It  icas  kept  as  u  tarern  by  Copt. 
David  n'ebb.  and  teas  probably  160  years  old  xchen  pulled 
dnirn  10  or  12  geart  ago.

It  is  on  the  main 
street. 
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The  Trumbull  House .  ffaterUncH,  Conn. 


TTiis  was  the  birthplace  of  liev.  John  Trumbull,  author 
of  the  poem  •\HcFingal."  He  teas  born  I'li  1750.  and  the 
house  Was  probably  built  20  or  30  years  before.  It  is  not 
HOW  standing.

This  building  {originally  a  store),  7oas  used  by  Gov.  Trumbull  as  his  7uar  office.  It  has  been  moved  a  short  dis- 
tance from  its  former  location,  and  sli^ghtly  altered.  It  may  not  be  known  to  all  that  Trumbull  was  the  original 
"  Brother  Jonathan  ;  "  this  being  the  term  frequently  used  by  Gen.  Washington  when  speakifig  of  him. 


The  Barnayd  House,  Hartford. 


John  Barnard,  Grandfather  of  the  present  owner,  bought  this  of  a  man  named  Skinner,  whose  ancestor  m  be- 
lieved to  have  built  it  at  least  300  yeafs  ago.  It  is  probably  the  oldest  house  now  remaining  in  Hartford.  It  stand ^^ 
on  the  west  side  of  Retreat  avenue. 


•  A'oah  Webster's  B nth-place,   W.  Hartford. 

Noah  Webster,  the  Lexicographer,  was  born  in  this  house  in  JJ^S.  Whether  his  father  built  it  is  uncertain, 
but  he  sold  it  with  Si  acres  of  land  in  r/g2  for  $j,ooo  to  Sain  I  Hurlburt,  and  it  still  remains  in  possession  of  his 
descendants. 


Avery  House  {No.  /.),  Groton. 

This  is  about  2^ z  miles  from  Groton  Ferry  on  the  road  to  Mystic,  is  said  to  have  been  built  in  1660,  by  Jas. 
.hjery,  and  has  never  passed  out  of  the  family,  being  no7u  02on.ed  and  occupied  by  Jas.  D,  Avery,  who  represents  the 
t}th  generation.     It  is  a  very  interesting  old  house. 


Ai-'ery  House  {No^  2.),  Groton. 

this  IS  another  .Ivery  House  in  Groton,  not  nearly  so  old  as  the  other,  having  been  built  about  i'jJO,by  Eldei 
Parke  Avery,  for  his  son  Ubenezer.  It  was  used  as  a  hospital  for  the  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Groton  Heighti 
.Sept.  6.  /jS'j. 


The    Webb  Mansion,   V\ 'ether afield, 

litis  home  is  noted  for  the  conference  which  tooh  place  here  .'l/ay  22,  lySr,  between  Washington,  Rochambean. 
and  other  generals.  At  this  conference  were  laid  the  plans,  which  finally  resulted  in  the  surrender  of  Cornwaliis 
at  Vorktown.     Jos.  Webb  built  this  house  about  1752,  and  it  is  now  owned  by  W.  F.  Wells. 


The  Hollister  House,  H  'ethersfteld. 

This  is  believed  to  have  been  built  by  a  man  named  Robbins,  about  150 years  since.  It  stands  about  a  mile  ftvm 
the  village  on  the  road  leading  to  Berlin,  and  is  owned  by  Parisinus  Hollister.  It  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condi- 
tion.
